OF DEBT FUNDING 


May Affect Terms. to Be 
Asked of America. 


[Chicage Tribune Press Service. } 

ROME, Aug. 21.—While Italy is pre- 
paring to demand favored terms in the 
funding of its debt to the United States 
on a plea of poverty, the Official Ga- 
zette reports a treasury surplus of 71,- 
000,000 lire (roughly $2,530,000), where- 
as last year’s deficit was 33,000,000 lire 
($3,000,000). The total circulation is 
21,376,000,000 lire ($753,400,000), which is 
an increase of 259,000,000 lire ($9,200, 
000) over last year. The increase is ex- 
plained as being due to the great in- 
dustria] development. 

The drop of the lira is shown to be 
due to an increase in the unfavorabla 
trade balance as exports for the first 
six months of the fiscal year amounted 
to 8,569,000,000 lire ($306,000,000), which 
is an increase of 1,893,000,000 lire ($64.,- 
000,000) over the same period of last 
year. 

The imports were 14,427,000,000 lire 
($515,200,000), which is an increase of 
4,000,000,000 lire ($143,000,000). The 
increase was due to bad crops and 
heavy imports of raw materials. 

Prospects for U. 8. Settlement Good. 

ROME, Aug. 21.—(@)—The Popolo 
D’Italia, personal press spokesman for 
Premier Mussolini, today asserts the 
prospect is excellent for “‘a really good 
solution of the question of systematiz- 
ing our war debts to the United States.” 

The newspaper ads the vpindion that 
such a step will have an immediate 
helpful effect on the value of the lire. 
Upon the reopening of the bourses 
after a short vacation, the newspaper | 
asserts, a renewed campaign against 
the lira was defeated. The government 
was not blind to the maneuvers of 
those seeking to depress the Mra, and 
having discovered their exact system 
of operation it quickly and decisively 
prepared a counter offensive. 

“Those involved in the manuevers. 
who live abroad will lose their money, 
while those living in Italy will not be 
less severely punished,” the paper says. 

Apparently speaking for the premier, 
it condemns insinuations and doubts 
regarding consolidation of the war 
debts. Optimism regarding the debt 
settlement, it declares, is based on pre- 
¢ise data as to the benefits which are 
bound to accrue quickly, either through 
a loan or through diversion of Ameri- 
can capital to Italian industries,

ARICA, Chile, Aug. 21.—4)—Gen.

HIGH COURT UPHOLDS

Federal Judges Alschuler, Evans, 
and Page, sitting en banc in the United 
States Cireuvit Court of Appeals, yes- 
terday affirmed the sentence of Victor 
Mi.

Max Ahnenberg, manager of circula- 
tion for Tue Trisunz, the New York 
Daily News, and the Liberty maga- 
zine, was one of the witnesses to tell 
how increased postal rates had forced 
publishers to distribute their journals 
through other channels. 

Mr. Annenberg told how Tus TRIB- 
UNE, formerly a large patron of the 
postal service, now sent out only 55,000 
copies daily by mailt those being single 
subscriptions in the five states sur- 
rounding Chicago. On these 55,000 
subscriptions, ‘Mr. Annenberg declared, 
Tue Trisune lost $250,000 annually, 
largely because of the high postage 


rates. ;

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BEAT GRANDDADS 
IN MATHEMATICS 


McAndrew Discloses 
Better Method. 


Chicago school children did consider- 
ably better in the matter of mathemat- 
ics in 1925 than “iid their grandfathers 
in their school days fifty years ago. 

That part of Superintendent Wil- 
liam McAndrew’s annual report deal- 
ing with arithmetic in the public 
schools, which was completed yester- 
day, shows that in 1925 pupils aver- 
aged slightly more than 76 per cent 
in a mathematical teat that in 1875 
resulted in an average of 52.7 per cent. 

Five Times as Many Are Perfect. 

Fitty years ago only 3 per cent of 
the pupils were able to give correct 
answers to all the problems in the test, 
while in 1925 more than 15 per cent 


5 per cent failed to solve any one 
of the ten problems correctly. This 
year there was not a’ single paper 
which failed completely in the test. 

The marked improvement js due to 
emphasizing the necessity of proving 
and checking the example, the superin- 
tendent said. Heretofore geliability and 
accuracy in mathematics have been 
grossly neglected, according to the re- 
port. ' 

Cites- Demand of Business. 

“Some thirty-five business men in 
Chicago informed me that an incor- 
rect result, no matter by what method 
achieved or how rapidly obtained, is 
worthless unless the computer can 
guarantee the result is correct,” the 


report states. “In business they do 
not want to have to rely upon two 
persons to obtain the torrect answer 
to one exercise.”

It is unfortunate that the new bridge will have 
to be built to open, because in a few years the 
river may be spanned by fixed bridges. Cargoes 
then would be transferred’in the outer harbor 
from lake ships to lighters squat enough to clear 
the bridges. The federal government, which has 
supervision of navigable streams, is not opposed 
to stationary bridges, provided adequate docking 


and transfer facilities are available in the outer 
harbor..

co ‘of the American 
Medical association recommends 
the following rules (emong 
others) for swimming pools: 

1. AN bathers shall use shower baths, 
including soap, if necessary, before en- 
tering the.plunges. 

2. Bathers who haye been outside the 
bathhouse or plunge inclosure shall not 
reénter without passing through a foot 
bath and using a shower. 

3. Bathers shall be forbidden te wear 
private bathing suits that ara not proper- 
ly laundered; light colored or undyed 
wool is ; 

4. Women shall wear caps while in 
plunge. 

5. No person suffering from a fever, 
cold, cough, or inflamed eyes shall be 
allowed the use of the plunge. (Thess 
disorders may be transmitted to others.) 

6. No person with sores or other evi- 
dence of skin disease, or who is wearing 
a bandage of any kind, shali be allowed 
the use of the plunge. (A bandage may 
conceal a source of infection.) 

7. Public combs or brushes shall not 
be furnished and such articles left by 
bathers shai] be permanently removed. 

RULES FOR SANITATION AND 

SAFETY OF SWIMMING POOLS. 

1. Water in the pool shall at all times 
of use be sufficiently transparent, under 
existing lighting conditions, that when 
the water surface is not excessively agi- 
tated by bathers, a person can stand at 
the aide of the pdol and see the bottom 
distinctly where the depth of water is 
6 feet or less.

STOCKHOLM, Sweden, Aug. 21.—

and work. It is said that while the 
churches have remained the dominant 
spiritual and moral force of towns, 
villages, and farms, in industrial cen- 
ters and cities the church has taken a 
seat in the last row of the theater of 
life. 

The middlemen, whieh include a 
larger part of the present day intelli- 
gentsia, industrialists, capitalists, 
scientists and professional men, form- 
ing a minority of society, only practice 
religion on Sunday, worshipping money 
on the other six days of the week. The 
churches, therefore, have become a 
business organization, catering to the 
needs of only a small portion of the
